I. Claims 37-59, 64-78 and 83, drawn to a method of inhibiting the 
formation of p-amyloid plaques comprising administering adminis- 
tering p-amyloid epitopes and a vaccine composition comprising a 
p-amyloid epitope, classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

II. Claims 60-63, drawn to a method for inhibiting the formation of p- 
amyloid plaques comprising delivering an antibody into the circu- 
lation, classified in class 424, subclass 175.1. 

III. Claims 79-82, drawn to a method for inhibiting the formation of P~ 
amyloid plaques comprising delivering a antibody by direct infu- 
sion into the brain, classified in class 424 , subclass 175.1. 

IV. Claim 84, drawn to a method for inhibiting the formation of p- 
amyloid plaques comprising administering an antibody that hydro- 
lyzes P-amyloid such that p-amyloid is retained in the circula- 
tion, classified in class 424, subclass 175.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 
The methods of groups I and (II-IV) use different products to inhibit 
the p-amyloid formation. Groups II and III use different delivery methods to 
different locations. Groups IV uses an antibody with enzymatic activity 
whereas groups (II-III) do not. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification and recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper .
